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New Jersey’s High-Test Breeding 


Experiment 
By ALLEN N. CRISSEY 


ITH the acquisition of some 1,200 acres of ideal 
W dairy land at Beemerville, Sussex County, N. J., 

and a herd of 280 head, the New Jersey Experi- 
ment Station has embarked upon an exhaustive experiment 
to determine the practicability of breeding up the butterfat 
test in Holstein. cattle. 

The property, including stock and equipment, came 
into possession of the Experiment Station as a gift from 
James E. Turner of Montclair, N. J., and is to be known 
as The Turner Institute of Research. It consists of five 
large farms, the operation of which will provide a large- 
scale experiment in dairy farm management. 


The director of this new project is Professor J. W. 
Bartlett, head of the Dairy Department at the New Jersey 
Experiment Station. Prof. Bartlett needs no introduction 
to the Holstein fraternity. He served two years as secre- 
tary of the Holstein-Friesian Cooperative Association of 
New Jersey, and since becoming head of the Dairy Depart- 
ment in 1923 has continued his interest in Holstein affairs. 

The Idea 

In the James Turner gift for research, Prof. Bartlett 
saw an opportunity to settle a very moot question for 
eastern Holstein breeders—that of the practicability of 
breeding up the butterfat test. In granges, milk meetings, 
breed gatherings—in fact almost everywhere when dairy- 
men of the East get together—this question, sooner or 
later, comes up for discussion.

buying bulls from high test dams only to find that the 
bulls’ daughters test no higher than their dams, “Hit and 
miss” breeding for high fat is getting nowhere. The 
opponents of this practice argue that the highest testing 
Holsteins produce a lower quantity of milk and less profit 
over feed cost than the average Holstein (3.4%), etc., etc. 


With this brief sketch of the layout and idea behind 
this new experimental farm, I want to confine the re- 
mainder of this article to the progress that has been made 
in its operation during the past few months and the char- 
acter of this foundation herd. 

The original herd consisted of both 
bred Guernseys and pure bred Holsteins. Prof. Bartlett’s 
first miove was to blood-test the entire lot. He then cen- 
tralized the milking herd at one farm, providing for 130 
to 140 head, where box stalls were equipped for twenty 
cows. The Guernseys and young stock were moved to 
other farms, which will be managed under a decentralized 
plan of farm management similar in some respects to that 
in operation at the Walker-Gordon Laboratory farm. 

Foundation Animals Purchased 

It then became necessary to make a nation-wide search 
for bulls that were proven both for production and high 
fat test as shown by daughter-dam comparisons.

This sire first attracted attention in 1927 when he won 
first prize in the three-year-old bull class at New York 
State Fair. But, while he is today recognized as an indi. 
vidual of top quality, it is the work of his daughters that 
makes him stand out today as one of the really great 
proven sires of the breed. In the small herd of R. E. Eddy, 
Poultney, Vt., where his earlier years of service were 
spent, he has made a showing that few sires have ever 
duplicated in the whole history of the breed. The latest 
volume of the Blue Book credits him with fourteen daugh- 
ters tested in the 7-day division and six in long-time test. 
The fourteen include one five-year-old with a 31-lb. butter 
record, one four-year-old with 29 lbs. butter, five three- 
year-olds with 35.5 lbs., 31 lbs., 26 lbs., 22 lbs., and 20 lbs.; 
and seven two-year-olds, of which the lowest has 17.6 lbs., 
the other six all ranging from 20 to 26 lbs. butter. The 
six long-time records, all tested in Class C as two-year-olds, 
and only one over 305 days, average 465.4 lbs. fat, 12,424.8 
lbs. milk, 3.74% fat in an average period of 304 days. One 
of them set up a new American championship record, four 
won first places in the Honor List in 1929-30—a showing 
no other sire has duplicated in the past ten years. Others 
are now performing sensationally with records nearing 
completion that will add still further to the laurels of their 
sire. 

In the show ring at Eastern States Exposition this year, 
two daughters of Ormsby Sensation 45th won first in class, 
and four daughters composed the first prize Get of Sire—

last December to Mr. C. Heurich Jr., Bellevue Dairy Farms, 
Hyattsville, Md., and his services will now be alternated 
between the Bellevue and New Jersey Experiment herds. 

As his name indicates, Ormsby Sensation 45th is a son 
of the well-known sire, Ormsby Sensation, inbred son of 
Sir Pietertje Ormsby Mercedes 37th out of one of his most 
famous daughters, Wisconsin Fobes 5th. His dam, a grand- 
daughter of King of the Pontiacs, has records of 35.14 Ibs. 
butter in 7 days and 571.82 lbs. fat in 295 days, carrying a 
calf 233 days of the period, to qualify in the ten months 
division. Her average test for the period was 3.77% fat 
and she has been one of the great breeding matrons in the 
Beaver Dam herd. 

King Bess Beulah De Kol Ormsby was purchased from 
A. P. Bigelow and J. B. Tyler of Vermont. This is a five- 
year-old bull. His first five daughters to freshen are all 
on test and averaging 4% or over. His dam made 800 lbs. 
fat in Class B. He is by King Bess Burke De Kol, the 
Gold Medal son of Winterthur Bess Ormsby Boast pur- 
chased from Mr. Bigelow by Fenton Brook and Hurlwood 
Holstein farms two years ago. Six daughters of the Bige- 
low-Tyler bull were purchased, three of which were milk- 
ing in the Bigelow herd. The remaining three were bred 
heifers and were purchased from the University of Ver- 
mont, at Burlington. 

Another bull was purchased from E. P. West and Son, 
Hadley, Massachusetts. This was just a youngster of 
twelve months whose dam averaged 4.2% and nearly 
12,000 pounds of milk in the C. T. A. She was by the 
former sire at Massachusetts Agricul- 
tural College who came from the 
Minnesota Holstein Company and 
whose dam averaged 4.48% on year 
test as a_ two-year-old The dam’s 
dam (the maternal granddam of the 
bull) made 21,864 pounds of milk and 
880 pounds fat (average test 4.02%) in 
Mr. West’s herd. The sire of this 
handsome bull calf is by Brookholm 
Inka, out of Wisconsin Fobes 7th, 
average on year test 4.26% fat and 
800 pounds of fat, and her dam, of 
course you all know, was ald Wiscon- 
sin Fobes herself.

was my trip to Guatemala, in Central America, from 
which I have just returned. 

After four days of travel on the United Fruit Line 
Steamship Turrialba, I landed in Purto Barrios, on the 
eastern coast of the Republic of Guatemala. This republic, 
about the size of the State of Wisconsin, is located about 
2,500 miles south of our state and is about 900 miles north- 
west of the Panama Canal Zone. From an agricultural 
viewpoint, it is perhaps one of the most advanced of all 
the Central American republics. The lowland climate is 
tropical and the upland climate is similar to the summers 
of our Middle Western states. 


After traveling 50 miles on the International Railroad, 
{ received a telegram from General Jorge Ubico, the presi- 
dent of the republic, giving me a hearty welcome to the 
Republic of Guatemala and wishing me a pleasant journey 
to the city, which is located about 200 miles from the 
Atlantic coast. 


I was surprised to see the good quality of cattle on 
display at the National Dairy Exposition of Guatemala. 
Many of them were equal to our cattle in the States. I 
was told by some of my friends that I would probably 
judge dairy animals which were a result of a cross be- 
tween their native Spanish type of cattle and whatever 
other breed they might represent, but instead I was con- 
fronted with 110 head of good dairy animals representing 
61 Holsteins and several Jerseys, Guernseys, Brown Swiss, 
and Milking Shorthorns, many of them being of pure bred 
breeding. 

All of the animals were good representatives of the 
breeds mentioned. The good quality of cattle exhibited 
clearly indicated that the live stock men of that country 
have made some good, choice selections of breeding stock; 


especially is this true of their good selection of pure bred 
sires. 


Upon my arrival at the City of Guatemala on August 
11, I was met by the Dairy Agricultural committee, com- 
posed of seven good, live dairy enthusiasts of the National 
Dairy Exposition. On the morning of August 12, I was 
taken out to the Exposition grounds, where the committee 
showed me the animals which I was to judge. I was 
greatly surprised to see the large number of excellent 
animals of the Holstein, Jerseys, Guernseys, Brown Swiss, 
and Milking Shorthorns. Nearly all the animals were pre- 
sented in good show shape. The thing that surprised me 
most of all was the large size attained by these animals. 


O*r of the most interesting experiences of my life 


Many of them, especially the sires, have been imported 
the last few years from some of our large eastern and 
central state herds and have given very satisfactory 
results in a new country. The imported sires had been 
used on many of the native and grade cattle. The results 
of their matings showed distinctly the influence of the 
pure bred breeding of our sires. At every opportunity I 
discussed the value of the pure bred sire, through the 
medium of an interpreter. Many interested people who 
spoke only Spanish stood near the ringside where the 
judging was being done and seemed to understand very 
well what I was trying to tell them. A number of intelli- 
gent questions were asked each day about the placings of 
the cattle, which my interpreter, Frid Bianchi, answered 
with apparent satisfaction. 


As I have said before, there were some very good 
animals, both pure bred and grades, and it is remarkable 
what pure bred sires have done in just a few years in 
building up some of the good Holstein herds. Among the 
six aged Holstein sires there were two proved sires, who 
had daughters in production. Both of these animals will 
be used in other herds to help improve dairy type and pro- 
duction, as they have performed in herds in which they 
are now in use. Sir Homestead Pontiac Beets 20th, re- 
cently purchased of H. E. Robertson of Pennsylvania by 
Enrique Nanne, was Grand Champion of the show. Senor 
Nanne has the largest pure bred Holstein herd in the 
country. 

It pleased me to note the interest shown by the offi- 
cials of the republic. On several mornings I saw President 
Ubico viewing the animals before the judging was started. 
The president rode a beautiful pure bred Kentucky saddle 
horse. The minister of agriculture, Mr. Cruz, and many 
city and other government officials also showed a keen 
interest through their several visits to the ringside while 
the cattle were being judged. This interest in live stock 
prevailed throughout the three days of judging. The 
enthusiasm shown by the large crowds that gathered 
around the ringside made me realize the importance of 
giving demonstrations in feeding, fitting, and showing. 

The farmers proved to be very intelligent people. On 
the third day of the judging, their cattle were led into the 
ring on time and were shown to good advantage by their 
leaders. On some occasions I saw the farmers leading 
their animals around the exposition buildings, endeavoring 
to train their animals to stand better for the ringside. 
There were many thousands of people at the National 

Dairy Show during the three days. They came 











apparently with the purpose of viewing the 
live stock and watching the judging. 

Several meetings were held with live stock 
men, and on one occasion they organized a 
Guatemalan National Live Stock Breeders 
Association involving the owners of all pure 
bred animals in the republic. These breeders 
aim to accomplish what our Wisconsin dairy- 
men have accomplished through their organiz- 
ing. It is hoped that they will register all 
pure bred animals born in that country as a 
result of their mating of imported pure bred 
animals with their native pure breds. A com- 
mittee of dairymen was appointed at this meet- 
ing to work out the details as to how they 
should start their herd book for registering 
pure bred animals. The minister of agricul- 
ture and the Agriculture committee will soon 
present the final project. 

At the farewell banquet which was given at 
the Palace Hotel in Guatemala City on August 
24 by the Friends of the Republic and the

Rotary Club, I was asked to make such sug- 
gestions as might prove helpful to the dairy- 
men of that republic. Most of the questions 
were along the line of feeding, breeding, and 
the management of dairy cattle. 

Whatever enthusiasm I have been able to

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give the people of Guatemala was made of double value 
through the good cooperation of the newspapers of the re- 
public, especially four daily news papers (The Imperial, 
The Liberal Progresseista, The Diario-DeCentro America, 
and the La Preusa and Nuestrodiario), all of which are 
published in the city of Guatemala. Many pages were 
devoted to my work during the week while I was judging 
there, including the judging of cattle and other live stock 
events in which I took part. In describing the classes at 
the show, every word I gave in regard to the animals and 
my reasons for placing them was printed, and I was asked 
to give them a number of interviews about the selections, 
feeding, breeding, and general care of dairy animals. 
These newspapers had a wide distribution over the repub- 
lic and will undoubtedly have a great effect in improving 
the agricultural conditions of Guatemala. I have received 
newspaper clippings which have appeared in the papers 
since my departure. This all points to the sincerity of 
my Guatemalan friends to become much better acquainted 
with better dairy methods. 

The gold and bronze medals given by the Holstein-Frie- 
sian Association of America and diplomas were awarded 
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at the close of the exposition on Sunday, August 23. The 
medals were first handed to the minister of foreign rejg. 
tions and justice, who in turn gave them to the man who 
won them. The superintendent of the National Daj 
Show, Erid Bianchi, made special mention of the award. 
ing of these medals by the Holstein-Friesian Association 
of America. Castillo Brothers won the two medals 
awarded for get of sire and produce of dam. The model 
cow was given to Ernasto Batres, owner of the three Hol. 
stein cows placing first, second, and third in the aged cow 
class. 

It may be of interest to know that a young man from 
a prominent Guatemalan family named Gabriel Moulton 
returned with me to enter the College of Agriculture this 
Fall, which again indicates the interest these people are 
taking in furthering better methods in dairying. 

It was a real pleasure and privilege to work for a week 
with such a progressive, courteous, and sincere people: 
and I hope that my trip will prove of lasting and mutual 
advantage to the dairymen of both the Republic of Guate- 
mala and the United States. 








Oregon State Fair Holstein Show 


stein gathering and at this year’s Oregon State Fair 

the Canadian herd of Hays & Co., Ltd., Calgary, Al- 
berta, added strong competition and lively interest to the 
Holstein show. This well-fitted herd, which has been on 
the circuit since early in July, won twelve blues. The 
veteran showman, William Bishop, Chimacum, Wash., fur- 
nished most of the competition for first places, taking five. 
Mt. Angel College Stock farm won three classes, and one 
each was taken by S. B. Hall and J. A. Lindow & Sons. 


The show was declared to be the best balanced Hol- 
stein show at Salem in many years. All the bull classes 
were very good, and the aged cow class presented a prob- 
lem to Judge Joe Knott. The Bishop three-year-old bull 
was senior and grand champion, and while Hays & Co. 
took the junior bull purple as well as senior and grand 
champion female. 


The keenest competition in the entire show appeared 
in the four-year-old female class. The battle for first 
honors lay between the entry of William Bishop and that 
of F. W. Durbin & Son. The Bishop entry won the nod 
from Judge Knott, with ringside opinion about equally 
divided. 

One of the outstanding junior heifer calves shown in 
recent years in Oregon was led to first and junior cham- 
pionship by S. B. Hall. The county herd class was won 
by Marion county, the home county of the Oregon state 
fair; and the three Grimes brothers of Harrisburg took 
second for Linn County. Mt. Angel College Stock farm, 
despite the absence of their first string, which was show- 
ing the same week in Oklahoma City, showed a short 
string and won many ribbons.

She was owned at 
the time of her death by University 
of Saskatchewan, they having pur- 
chased her of her former owner, B. 
H. Thompson, Boharm, Sask., where 
her records were made. 


Another 1,000-Ib. 
Cow Dies 


Lilamere Pontiac Jessie 507085 is 
another 1,000-lb. fat producer whose 
death is recently reported and from 
the same cause—trouble calving. 
She is Colorado State Champion fat 
producer over all ages and breeds 
with 1,056.1 lbs. fat (1,320 lbs. but- 
ter) from 31,774.3 lbs. milk. She 
was twelve years old last March and 
made her record, given above, in 
nine-year-old form. She is a daugh- 
ter of King Colantha Ormsby Bess 
and was developed and owned until 
her death by L. T. Winger, Brush, 
Colo., who considers her death a 
serious loss, although he does not 
feel that she owes him anything. 


A Canadian Producer 


Strathmore Lady McKinley 143399 
C. H. B. was recently reported by 
the Canadian Association as making 
a four-year-old record of 882 Ibs. 
fat (1,102.5 Ibs. butter) from 
25,569 lbs. milk, with an average 
test of 3.45%. She has a Gold 
Medal rating in Canadian Advanced 
Registry and is a daughter of that 
famous sire, Colony Morag McKin- 
ley, former herd sire at C. P. R. 
Supply Farm, Strathmore, Alberta, 
where this great producer was bred 
and developed. 
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The Dairy Situation 


ECENT increases in butterfat prices, together with 
R continued low quotations on feeds and grains of all 

kinds, are apparently resulting in rather heavier 
feeding of dairy cows, with correspondingly higher produc- 
tion per cow that is causing some concern, at least in the 
New York milk shed, as to the possibility of a surplus that 
will demoralize the present price structure. 


The Bureau of Agricultural Economics, in a statement 
on milk production trends dated September 22, estimates 
the total milk production on September 1 as between 4 
and 5% heavier than on the same date last year. It 
further states that the number of milk cows on. the farms 
September 1 appears to be fully 3.6% above the number 
on hand at the same time in 1930. The heavier culling 
previously reported, as intended this Fall, has not yet 
materialized, according to this statement, which they ex- 
plain as possibly due to recent changes in the price of 
butter and the prices of feeds, which is causing some 
farmers to change their plans in regard to reducing their 
herds. 


The same report states the August 15 prices for oats, 
wheat, barley, rye and probably cotton seed meal were all 


lower relative to the price of butterfat than they have ° 


been in any previous August in twenty-two years. At the 
average prices which farmers of the United States were 
receiving on August 15, one pound of butterfat would buy 
about 38.5 lbs. of oats, and this had probably increased to 
around 40 lbs. on September 15. The middle of June a 
pound of butterfat would buy only 25 lbs. of oats. At 
this time last year, it would buy about 335 lbs., and during 
the last year the September average has heen about 34 
Ibs. With butterfat now at about the pre-war level and 
oats at only 50% of the pre-war level, the ratio of feed 
prices and butter fat prices is abnormally favorable to 
heavy grain feeding. The report concludes with this signif- 
icant statement: ‘While the price situation is unstable 
and may be temporary, it affects the number of cows being 
culled from the herds and the quantity of grain being fed 
to cows and the production of milk per cow.” 

On the other side of the picture, we note a September 
1 report from the Market News Service of the U. S. De- 
partment of Agriculture showing that on that date there 
were 104,675,000 lbs. butter in cold storage as compared 
with 143,089,000 lbs. the year previous and a five-year aver- 
age of 150,014,000 lbs. During August 1930, storage stocks 
were reduced 2,000,000 lbs., while this year’s reduction dur- 
ing the month was 10,500,000 lbs.—further evidence of a 
more favorable movement this year. The butter in storage 
at this time is said to be the lowest for this season of year 
since 1923. 


These various figures serve to emphasize the funda- 
mental soundness of the dairy industry and the relatively 
strong position in which it finds itself today among agri- 
cultural pursuits. While the dairy farmer as a whole is 
relatively well off, the fact remains that taxes, interest 
charges and other items of overhead still make the going 
reasonably difficult for dairymen at the present level of 
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milk and butterfat prices and continue to put a premium 
upon efficient production. 

While the general condition of surplus production 
would be greatly improved through the wide adoption 
of a program of rigid culling of dairy herds, it is firgt of 
all an individual problem for each dairyman to work out 
for himself in his own herd, regardless of what his 
neighbors are doing. Even though present stockyarg 
prices are rather hard to take, the sooner the liability 
of their presense in your herd is ended, the better off yoy 
will be. 

And in making replacements, it is doubtless yp. 
necessary to caution that dairymen should know what 
they are buying, for there is nothing to be gained jp 
swapping culls from one herd to another. It is a goog 
time for every Holstein breeder to be a missionary in his 
own locality, not only by furnishing an object lesson in 
better dairy practices but to help his neighbor dairymen 
where possible in getting a start with desirable pure breq 
Holsteins. 

All concerned will gain from that. 


A Real Service 


HE statement is made that more legislation bene- 
: ficial to the dairy industry has been enacted within 
the past year than in the previous ten years put 
together. Twenty-five states now prohibit the sale of 
oleomargarine with any shade of yellow color; eighteen 
states have enacted laws providing for licensing oleo 
manufacturers, some of them as high as $1,000 per 
year, with wholesalers and retailers a lesser amount; 
twelve states have laws providing for a sales tax on 
oleo from five cents to fifteen cents per pound; and a 
Federal law was passed by the last congress making all 
oleomargarine with any shade of yellow subject to a 
ten cent tax. 


Recent developments in the dairy industry indicate 
that this program of legislation is having a directly bene- 
ficial effect upon the whole dairy industry. Among the 
results apparent may be mentioned the following: 

A decrease in the sales of oleomargarine of 
more than 50% as compared with last year. 

An increase in the use of butter, reducing 
the supply in storage. 

An increase in the price of butter of eight 
cents per pound over the low point this year. 

The products of the dairy cow are thus the first agri- 
cultural commodities to show a comeback, and the whole 
outlook of the dairy industry is promising. Without 
this legislation of the past year, the whole picture might 
be much less favorable. 

Every Holstein breeder should be particularly pleased 
and proud because of this important development in the 
dairy field for the reason that the Holstein-Friesian Asso- 
ciation of America played a very influential part in se- 
curing the adoption of the legislation referred to. Mr. 
W. B. Barney, Legislative and Dairy Specialist of the 
Extension Service, devoted a very large part of his time 
during the past legislative season to work on these sub- 
jects, and his skill and experience along these lines was 
no small factor in many cases in the adoption of these 
laws. This is generally recognized by the other organi- 
zations participating in efforts along these lines. Here 
is one Extension Service activity that has borne an fim- 
mediate and generous crop of fruit in which the whole 
dairy industry may share.

Sensation 45th that has been undefeated at eastern 
shows this season. This selection is particularly 
appropriate not only on account of the current winnings 
of this splendid group but also because of the current 
prominence of their sire in the news of the week in con- 
nection with an announcement of the purchase of a half 
interest in this bull by the New Jersey Experiment Station 
to head their interesting experiment in breeding for 
higher test. For a summary of the work of Ormsby Sen- 
sation 45th as well as his most recent picture, reference 
is made to this article in this issue. 

This particularly group is composed of four outstanding 
daughters of Ormsby Sensation 45th. Shown as a group, 
they won first in the get of sire class at Eastern States 
Exposition, New York State Fair, and Brockton Dairy 
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Show. At the left, farthest from the camera, is Newmont 
Ormsby Belle, first prize four-year-old at Eastern States 
Exposition. She has a 7-day record in senior three-year- 
old form of 650.1 Ibs. milk, 31.26 lbs. butter, this being the 
third highest fat record and the second highest for milk 
in her class last year. As a two-year-old, she made a 305- 
day record in Class C of 11,306.2 lbs. milk, 429.3 lbs. fat, 
this being the fifth highest record for fat reported in her 
class for the fiscal year 1929-30. Next to her stands Trixie 
Ormsby Beets, who was third prize four-year-old at Eastern 
States. As a junior two-year-old, this young cow made a 
965-day record in Class C of 15,066.6 lbs. milk, 540.5 Ibs. 
fat, which made her a class leader for the year 1929-30. 
In third position is Allene Segis Ormsby, who was fifth 
prize three-year-old at Eastern States and second at 
Brockton, while at the end is Pancha Segis Ormsby, an 
inbred daughter of Ormsby Sensation 45th that was first 
prize two-year-old at Eastern States Exposition, New York 
State Fair, and Brockton Dairy Show. This group has 
peen developed and exhibited by R. E. Eddy, Poultney, 
Vermont, former owner of Ormsby Sensation 45th and in 
whose small herd his outstanding work has been carried 
forward. With the wider opportunity now available in 
the herds of his present owners, Bellevue Dairy Farms, 
Hyattsville, Md., and the New Jersey Experiment Station, 
perhaps the greatest achievements of this sire still lie in 
the future.

Clarence H. Thomas 


HE many friends of Clarence H. Thomas, formerly 
of West Rindge, N, H., will be sorry to learn of 
his death on September 20. 


; Mr. Thomas was born 
in Rindge, N. H., January 3, 1871, and was of the fifth 


generation to occupy the Thomas farm, where he carried 
on market gardening before going into the milk business. 
He developed a fine herd of registered Holstein cattle 
and was a member of the Holstein-Friesian Association 
of America since 1908. About two years ago, when his 
health failed, he retired from active work and was 
obliged to dispose of his cattle, and has since that time 
been an invalid at the home of his sister, Mrs. Jennie 
Thomas Popple, Winchendon, Mass. Mr. Thomas repre- 
sented New Hampshire as a delegate to the National 
Association convention on a number of occasions and 
was widely known, particularly in New England. He 
retained an interest in the Holstein industry until the 
last, having his sister read the current news from the 


World to him after his condition became such that he 
could not read it for himself.

From Illinois: “Sir Fobes Ormsby Hengerveld, just 
retired undefeated Grand Champion and five times All- 
American, has two daughters in the current R. A. re- 
port with 35-lb. butter records.”’ 

“In Aurora, Iowa and Minnesota State Fairs, as well 
as Illinois, Sir Fobes Ormsby Hazelwood was Junior 


Champion. He is a son of Sir Fobes Ormsby Henger- 
veld.” 
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From Michigan: ‘1st prize Senior yearling, Arbu 
Ohio Pride; 5th prize 2-year-old heifer, Arbu Mountain 
Ash Carol, all other heifers being in milk. Ist prize 
senior yearling and Junior Champion, Arbu Mutual 
Kaye. All these are sired by North Star King Mabel 
Kaye, also a prize winner at Ohio and Michigan.”’ 

From Wisconsin: ‘F. H. Boyle, Peebles, Wisconsin, 
sends pedigree of his herd sire, Pietertje Ormsby Rose 
Lad 437695. According to L. F. Murphy, manager, this 
is the best bull ever owned by them with the exception 
of his sire. At 7 years he weighs 2,700 lbs., and was 
grand champion at the Fond du Lac County Fair last 
Fall, the only place he has been exhibited. His full 
sister sold in the National Sale at Milwaukee, in 1929, 
for $2,100, and a three-fourth sister is the world’s 
champion, Pietertje Ormsby Mercedes Frisby.”’ 

A. P. Kaye, Walworth, Wis., joined the National As- 
sociation in 1899, and sold the Kayewood herd in 1922, 
yet every one of these animals, from three states, is 
descended from his first two foundation cows. 

The granddam of Sir Fobes Ormsby Hengerveld is 
Kayewood Alice De Kol 2nd; her dam, Kayewood Alice 
De Kol. 

The dam of North Star King Mabel is Kayewood 
Sarah Pontiac. 

I haven’t written Mr. Murphy, but from his descrip- 
tion, the granddam of Pietertje Ormsby Rose Lad was 
the Kayewood Rose he bought from Mr. Kaye in 1915. 

Mr. Moscrip once said that the then champion cow 
of Pennsylvania, Kayewood Joyce Korndyke, had the 
prettiest head he had even seen. Arbu Mutual Kaye has 
the typical Kayewood head, the kind we liked to see 
on the heifers. 

All these animals except the old champion and his 
son come from the foundation cow, Queen Powers 39240, 
the first pure bred female Mr. Kaye ever owned. Through 
Col. Douglas Korndyke they also trace to Belle Korn- 
dyke, one of the first 25-lb. cows. 

Sir Fobes Ormsby Hengerveld has Flora Oak Lawn 
De Kol Girl 51458, for his ancestress. Mr. Kaye bought 
her for her show qualities. 

What is the value of a good dam?—and how little 
we hear of them.

INDUSTRY HEALTHY WITHIN 


What could be more heartening in his moment of 
depression than a visit such as we make many times each 
month to one of the numerous farmer-breeders’ herds in 
this great State? Granting all that may be said of milk 
surpluses, low butterfat prices, grain worth less than 
production cost, we still find in the herds on these farms 
the unmistakable evidence of steady progress and continual 
improvement. Though many of the least desirable 
females from these herds are finding their way to the 
shambles, circumstances are forcing few of these breed- 
ers to sacrifice their best. Those who doubt this should 
go out and try to buy a few of the real tops without 
paying reasonably good prices. 

While it is true that there is not any great general 
demand for the tops just now at highly satisfactory 
prices, it is just as true that the breeders are perfectly 
satisfied to keep them, and they are keeping them, and 
breeding them to better bulls than they have ever used 
before. As a consequence, we have never seen the aver- 
age quality of these herds as high as it is right now. 

What of the young stock, calves and heifers? Though 
there may be on many farms an uncomfortable number 
of good young bulls unsold, there can be little question 
about the youngsters being a bit better than we have 
seen on the same farms before. Well sired and thrifty, 
they are being raised to improve the average quality of 
the herd, regardless of whether oats sell for thirty cents 
or a dollar. It is obvious from their appearance that 
their owners are as much interested in good young stock 
as ever before. 


It all means, unmistakably, that whatever may be 
the outward appearance, the industry is healthy within— 
abounding in positive, vigorous health. Well it may be, 
for by and large the demand for its products is part of 
our very civilization and growing more vital every year, 
and development of more efficient producers is the 
innermost factor for its success. 

When breeders begin letting their herds disintegrate 
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and !start raising scrubby, knot-headed calves, with no 
pride of ancestry or hope for the future, then will be 
grave reason to fear for the inward health of the indus- 
try, but not until then. 

Withal, the man who wants good breeding stock now 
can get a good bit more for his dollar than for a long 
time: past, and doubtless for a long time to come. When 
he. buys good breeding stock, he has every obvious proof 
before his eyes that he is investing in something in 
which the seller himself has full confidence.—Jas. B. Ball, 
in .The Illinois Holstein-Friesian Ass’n.

mont.Isa Ormsby Betty. These are daughters of Ormsby 
Sensation 45th. They stood fifth and sixth in the Honor 
List as two-year-olds and averaged 4.3% and 36%, respec- 
tively. Bess also made the highest 7-day three-year-old 
record ever made in Vermont—35 pounds butter. 


Other daughters of “45th” purchased include an inbred 
daughter of Newmont Ormsby Jewel, Mr. Eddy’s Worle 
Record heifer that made over 15,247 pounds of 3.8% milk 
as a two-year-old in Class C. This year she has already 
produced over 19,000 pounds of 3.9% milk in Class C, and 
her, year does not close until December 15th. Also New- 
mont Isa Ormsby Ruth, milking about six months, she a 
full sister to Newmont Ormsby Beauty Girl, that beautiful 
heifer purchased in the Earlville sale by Shaun Kelly of 
Richmond, Massachusetts. 

Pancha Segis Ormsby, another daughter of ‘45th’, was 
purchased from Frank Mullin, Wallingford, Vt.

Holsteins Thrive Everywhere 
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MICHIGAN’S GOOD SHOW

One glance at the overflow display 
of 4-H Club animals at the Michigan 
State Fair would convince you that 
this part of the fair was receiving its 
share of attention. It was necessary 
to house a great many club animals in 
tents outside the building. Monday, 
Labor Day, was judging day, with Hol- 
stein judging getting under way about 
nine-thirty. The cow class for three- 
years-old or over was headed by a 
well-fitted four-year-old cow owned by 
Elton Reavy, Akron, Tuscola Co. She 
was straight on her top line and was 
showing just two weeks previous to 
freshening. The next class, the two- 
year-olds in milk, was headed by a 
good type of Holstein heifer, although 
lacking slightly in condition. Es- 
pecially was her udder of desirable 
type.

His light-colored heifer 
was carrying a splendid udder for a 
calf its size. Next class found a fine 
group o% juniors raring to get placed.

Professor Anthony, commenting after 
the award, said: “She is just the best 
Holstein type that has been exhibited 
in the ring today”. 

An outstanding feature worthy of 
mention was the showing made by 
Clarence Merchant of Cass City in 
the open classes. His first prize club 
bull was first prize senior calf in the 
open class and later went on to junior 
and reserve grand champion Holstein 
bull. His produce of dam, consisting 
of the second prize three-year-old bull 
and the junior champion bull, was 
second, in very fast company. 





4H HOLSTEINS AT MINNESOTA 
By T. A. ERICKSON 

Two hundred forty-one 4-H calf club 
members exhibited at the Minnesota 
State Fair, 1931. These represented 
the winners in the various counties of 
the state, among the 4,500 dairy calf 
club members. In this way the 112 
club members of the 241, who showed 
Holstein calves, represented some 
2,800 Holstein 4-H dairy calf club 
members in Minnesota. Each one of 
the 112 had exhibited at a county 
show or county fair in order to win 
the honor of representing their indi- 
vidual county. 


Under the Minnesota plan, no 
county may show more than four 
calves at the State Fair. The num- 
ber exhibited depends on the enroll- 
ment in the county. 

Some unusually fime calves were 
shown. Paul Pierson of Shakopee 


won first with his pure bred two-year- 
old. Paul has developed a fine herd 
of Holstein cattle in his six-year rec- 
ord as a club boy. He has made an 
unusually fine record in developing 
some high-producing animals. Be- 
cause of his high record he was de- 
clared the Grand Champion dairy calf 
club member at the show. A number 
of other young breeders were repre- 
sented in the group. Johnny Meyer 
cf Norman county, a 20-year-old boy 
with an _ eight-year record in club 
work, has developed a very excellent 
Holstein female, all the result of his 
calf club work. 


There were a number of other club 
members who had records of the same 
kind. 


Harold Johnson of Lyon county won 
first with his pure bred yearling, and 
Helen Johnson of Olmsted county won 
first in the pure bred class. In the 
first class of these two, 17 fine indi-

The World Dairy Congress 


As Seen by AXEL HANSEN 


FTER enjoying a splendid ocean voyage from New 
A York to Copenhagen on the Danish boat United 

States, I arrived in Copenhagen a few days before 
the Congress opened, which allowed just enough time for a 
pleasant meeting with parents, sisters, brothers and other 
relatives and also time to rest up before the busy sessions 
ot the Dairy Congress opened. 

It would be hard to find a more proper setting for the 
World Dairy Congress than at the capitol of the extensive 
little dairy country, Denmark. 

The Congress opened on July 14th and delegates from 
practically every country in the world were present with 
the exception of Russia. Some of the European countzies 
had large delegations numbering all the way up to 75. The 
largest delegation, however, was from Denmark, due to the 
fact that the Congress was held there and also on account 
of the fact that the Cooperative Danish Creamery Asso- 
ciations held a dairy show in connection with the Dairy 
Congress, where 1,450 creameries participated by exhib- 
iting butter and cheese. 

There were over 600 different samples of cheese com- 
prising well over 40 different varieties. In addition to the 
exhibits of cheese and butter, a machinery show was also 
held, at which all the modern dairy machinery were ex- 
hibited including machines, milk cans, milk pails, bottling 
machines, etc. It was interesting to note that with the 
exception of American milking machines, there were no 
other implements exhibited. Most of the machines were 
of German manufacture. 

The Dairy Congress, itself, was divided into four sections, 
which held meetings at the same time, so it was impossible 
for any one man to take in more than one section. 

The section I attended was the one which dealt with 
livestock feeding, breeding, development and management. 

The meeting would start at nine o’clock sharp and 
each speaker would be allowed a certain length of time in 
which to discuss his subject. At 12 o’clock we would ad- 
journ and the afternoon was devoted to short trips in the 
country where we inspected dairy herds or dairy plants of 
different kinds. 

After a week of this continuous routine, the delegates 
were taken out on excursions where they inspected herds 
and creameries and also attended three large livestock 
shows, all of these being outstanding shows having from 
1,200 to 1,300 animals exhibited at each show. 

The outstanding feature, to my mind, was the fact that 
from 500 to 550 bulls were shown ranging in age from one 
year to five years. After walking up and down the aisles 
having nothing but bulls in them, most of the delegates 
would look at one another and say they never knew there 
were sO many bulls in the whole world. 

The judging of cattle was done by committees com- 
posed of five breeders and each committee would judge 
two or three classes, so all in all, they would have about 
25 or 30 judges working on one breed of cattle. 

As a matter of fact, at two of the shows there were 
only two breeds of cattle; 90% of them were Danish Reds 
and 10% were Jerseys. The other show had 60% Hol- 
steins and 40% Danish Reds. 

The cattle in Denmark are judged somewhat differ- 
ently from the system employed in this country in that 
they take into consideration both the production of the 
animal itself and also the production and individuality of 
their ancestors as well as the production and individ-- 
uality of their offspring. 

For a number of years I have been of the opinion that 
we, in this country, were falling down in our judging due 
to the fact that we did not consider the production of the 
animals shown, but if I received nothing else from this 
trip, I was thoroughly convinced after spending a number 
of days at these different shows, that our system of judg- 
ing and the conclusions drawn by the true type commit- 
tee of the Holstein-Friesian Association, in that type and 
production go hand in hand, is absolutely correct. 

We found that in nine cases out of ten, where we have 
2 real good individual cow, her production and also the 
production of her offspring and ancestors is in keeping 
with her individuality and her own production; so that 


when a cow receives first prize for individuality, nine 
times out of ten, would receive first prize for her own 
production. All of which proves to me that our present 
system of judging is accomplishing what we hoped it 
would do, namely, that the true type show cow is also the 
true type of a real high producer. 

In showing cattle in Denmark no attempt is made to 
pose the animal in any way, shape or from and no attempt 
is made to clip them or polish their horns. That, in their 
estimation seems to be lost motion. Personally, I feel it 
is time well spent because it makes the animal more at- 
tractive to the onlookers and it is a part of the show and 
well worth considering. 

One of the outstanding accomplishments of the breed- 
ers of Holstein cattle in Denmark in my opinion is the 
fact that they have been able to increase the percentage 
of fat of the breed from 3.4% in 1900 up to the present 
time when they are boasting a present breed average of 
3.9% and with a large number of animals testing between 
4% and 4.5% butterfat. 

In discussing this with the Danish farmers, I find that 
they fully realize that it they would try to increase the 
milk flow to 18,000 or 20,000 lbs. of milk, they would lower 
this percentage of fat, but they seem to be well content 
with the average milk yield of anywhere from 10 to 12,000 
lbs. of milk, although I found individual cows that have 
produced as high as 20,000 lbs. of milk and others that 
have produced as high as 900 lbs. of butterfat. 

In checking over the individuals shown, I did not find 
any real outstanding cows such we have at our good state 
fairs and national shows, but I did find that the general 
average was far better than ours, and I did not find the 
general weakness we have had to contend with for some 
time of cows having slopy rumps, but quite the contrary. 
Most of them were too high at the pin bones and cor- 
respondingly low over the loin, which I consider just as 
being low at the pins. 

The prices of cattle in Denmark seem to correspond 
with prevailing prices here at the present time. Good 
cows are bringing only 50% of what they would have 
brought two or three years ago, but all in all, the Danish 
dairy farmers are better situated at the present time than 
the dairy farmers in this country, due to the fact that 
they have a better average production of the herds and, of 
course, have a splendid market for their dairy products 
which are, no doubt, the finest dairy products to be found 
anywhere. 

Grains and high protein feeds used on the dairy farms 
of Denmark are comparatively cheap now as compared 
with two or three years ago and it was very interesting to 
note that they are now purchasing most of their high 
protein feeds from South America and European countries, 
instead of getting them from the United States.

man Strong. The blue and purple 
ribbons, however, went largely to 
herds from out of the state with 
Mount Angel Stock Farm, Mount 
Angel, Oregon, taking seven; Chap- 
man Farms, Kansas City, Missouri, 
taking five; and J. D. Bacon of 
Grand Forks, North Dakota, taking 
two. 

In the championship’ division 
Mount Angel College received senior 
and grand on their two-year-old bull, 
Sir Colantha Homestead Tidy; while 
J. D. Bacon received junior cham- 
pion on Creamelle Skylark Ormsby, 
who perhaps met his strongest com- 
petition in the junior championship 
when he defeated Mount Angel’s 
MAC Inka Model Aaggie. In the 
female champions Judge H. P. Davis 
of Lincoln, Nebraska, found his se- 
nior and grand champions in Ira 
Romig and Sons’ two-year-old blue 
winner, Shunga Valley Ormsby Lass, 
and his junior champion in Chap- 
man Farms’ outstanding senior calf, 
L. JaiCee Vera Piebe. The groups 
were divided evenly between Chap- 
man and Mount Angel farms.

This is the 
farm operated by Daniel Grant and 
it not only reaches down to the river 
but quite well across, for there is an 
island in the river belonging to the 
farm. Also the farm extends well 
up the hillside, where there is some 
very good pasture land. There are 
several types of soil on the farm that 
require different treatment for best 
results. That down on the island and 
along the river may be good alfalfa 
land but it is not so used. The island 
and the riverside overflows in such 
a way that there is gain in fertility 
from the sediment that is left. There 
will be found the clover and a short 
rotation of three years. It is excel- 
lent for corn, and twelve to fifteen 
acres of silage corn are grown each 
year. 

The alfalfa is on a rather level 
stretch of land at some elevation 
from the river level, and some of it 
on the hillside. Summer fallow with 
thorough tillage and August seeding 
to alfalfa is found most desirable for 
this soil and the farm condition. 
Cropping is generally limited to the 
corn, with oats following, and about 
five acres of cabbage. Of course 
there is other grass besides the al- 
falfa but the acreage of alfalfa is on 
the increase. Considerable acid phos- 
phate is used in the gutters at the 
stable and the manure is removed 
to the fields each morning by means 
of manure carrier and spreader. By 
means of the silage and the alfalfa 
it will be seen that roughage is pro- 
vided that will make milk at the 
lowest cost and in the largest quan- 
tities. That short rotation of corn 
oats and clover, each one year, gives 
maximum production of the highest 
quality for that land. I saw the al- 
falfa, April 11, and it was something 
to admire although not usually re- 
garded as real alfalfa land. It is 
found, however, that this crop can 
be grown on almost all of the farm 
that is under cultivation. 

This farm has two hundred acres, 
and 80 acres are spoken of as the 
cultivated portion. I am sure that 
more of the farm can be put under 











the plow whenever it is desired to do 
so. There is woodland and stretches 
of pasture that are probably the most 
profitable when so used. Some sweet 
clover has been tried, and Mr. Grant 
speaks well of it; but he is disposed 
to try something else to make com- 
parison. He will make use of a 
good bit of Sudan grass this year. 
He has hopes that it may more near- 
ly meet his needs. 


It is the dairy herd of pure bred 
Holsteins that Mr. Grant likes best 
to talk about, and he has something 
to say, too. He is an unusually ac- 
tive man about the farm, and I do 
not wonder that he gets his work 
done with only a small amount of 
hired help. He has one man stead- 
ily, and a young man in high school 
does a good bit of work. That helps 
both, as the student earns his way 
and gets a good training in essen- 
tials while assisting Mr. Grant, and 
adding to his school record. You 
don’t talk with Grant much before 
you discover something of the reason 
for his successful accomplishments 
with the herd. He is an enthusiast 
over the herd. 


I asked why he decided to start 
with pure breds and he said that 
it was to get the best milk produc- 
ers. As a business in the sale of 
stock, he has hardly found it worth 
a great deal thus far. In fact that 
is not the aim at all. Dairying is 
his hobby, if I may so express it, and 
his mind is on that aim. That is 
why he succeeds better than some. 
Pure breds were first started seven 
years ago. It has taken some buying 
of cows to get the present herd, but 
much attention has been given to 
breeding the best for dairy purposes. 
With the pure breds and better pro- 
duction came test association work. 
Mind you, this is no show place but 
a real farming affair. There are not 
far from thirty milkers in the herd, 
but only 27 were in milking the day 
I called. A very uniform production 
is secured, which means that close 
attention to details is given. For ex- 
ample, one of the younger animals 
produced in December an average of 
46 pounds of milk a day. January 
it was 46, February, 45.5 pounds, 
March, 45.3, and April, 47 pounds. 
The herd has a high average, it be- 
ing practically 11,000 pounds of 
milk and 356.8 pounds of fat.

ANOTHER GOOD ONE IN THE GRANT 
HERD

There are individual records, too 
that one seldom sees on the usyaj 
dairy farm. Many heifers at two 
years old, gave fifty pounds of mij, 
in a day for some time. Here ig g 
senior two-year-old that gave 404 
pounds of fat in 190 days, coming 
into the present year. Burke Colan- 
tha Segis Belle, at three years, pro. 
duced 17,070 pounds of milk with 
568 of fat. These are exceptiona] 
but Mr. Grant is following up the 
producers closely, and they are made 
to produce all that they are capable 
of doing with proper care and feeg, 
It means four milkings a day for 
considerable time, and it is a fy) 
man’s job. Don’t undertake to fo}- 
low unless you can pay the price ip 
the way of full time care and super. 
vision as well as hard work. 


The roughage has been generally 
good, but it is the expectation that 
it can be improved upon. Clover and 
alfalfa well cured, with the use of 
corn silage, will improve upon the 
former roughage ration, as Mr, 
Grant sees it. The grain feed has 
been a ration mixed at the local 
feed store. 500 pounds corn dis- 
tillers grains, 300 gluten, 400 wheat 
bran, 400 hominy, 200 linseed ojj 
meal and 200 pounds of cottonseed 
meal forms the basis. It has apn 
analysis of about 22 per cent pro- 
tein. Sometimes oats are added, and 
there have been times when molasses 
has been used. 

In addition to being a_ good 
farmer and an exceptional dairyman, 
Mr. Grant has served his community 
in various ways. He is an active 
member of the Board of Education, 
and Afton has a very large and pros- 
perous high school for a town of its 
size. Recently he has devoted con- 
siderable time in an effort to cen- 
tralize the rural schools, and the 
matter is progressing very well. The 
Grants have two children, both girls. 
One is a high school student and the 
other will be, in the fall. 

Of course Mr. Grant is a member 
of the Farm Bureau and a commit- 
teeman for it, also a booster. His 
was one of the farms selected by the 
bureau for a visit and special study 
when making a tour of several farms 
in the county. He has served as 
Master of the Masonic Lodge of the 
town and has always served in the 
Red Cross campaigns and in all sim- 
ilar work where there was need of 
such service. In the war-time Lib- 
erty Loan efforts he acted as chair- 
man of the committee, and they al- 
ways oversubscribed their quota.

Holsteins at Louisville, Ky. 


The Holstein show at Kentucky 
State Fair, held at Louisville, Sep- 
tember 14 to 19, brought out inter- 
esting competition, attracting out- 
of-state herds from lowa and Wis- 
consin, as well as a strong repre- 
sentation of Kentucky-owned Hol- 
steins. Paul P. Stewart, Maynard, 
Iowa, and the Kentucky Houses of 
Reform, Greendale, Ky., fought it 
out for supremacy of the blue ribbon 
column. The Iowa herd accounted 
for ten first places, including junior 
male and senior and grand cham- 
pion female, and a total of sixteen 
ribbons, while the Kentucky herd 
had five blues to their credit, junior 
champion female, nine second prizes, 
and a total of seventeen ribbons. 
Henry W. Goss, Eldorado, Iowa, 
took one blue, his entry, Ames Piebe 
Count Epsilon, taking first prize in 
the two-year-old bull class, and go- 
ing through to senior and grand 
championship of the show. Fred 
Pieplow, Aurora, Iowa, accounted 
for the remaining blue ribbon, this 
on his yearling bull, Potent Pontiac 
Piebe. A. C. Oosterhuis, Oconomo- 
woe, Wis., while not represented 
among the blue ribbon winners, was 
a strong contender throughout, and 
took home three second prizes, and 
a total of eleven ribbons. In all, 
seven Kentucky Breeders were in 
the money column, together with 
three Iowa herds and the Wiscon- 
sin herd.

KANSAS PRODUCTION SHOW 


The Dairy Herd Improvement As- 
sociation Show sponsored by the 
Kansas State Fair and the Kansas 
State College through the Dairy 
Herd Improvement Association, was 
an outstanding success, and Holstein 
breeders should note with pleasure 
that in the second year of this pro- 
duction show, as in the first, all the 
herds represented were of the Hol- 
stein breed. 


The selection of herds for this 
show is made on a basis of high herd 
averages in the four sections of Kan- 
sas, the associations being divided 
into four groups and the high herd 
selected from each group. The owner 
of this high herd has the privilege 
of selecting three cows from his 
herd, which compete at the State 
Fair on a basis of 75 per cent on 
production and 25 per cent on type. 
The production records are all 
brought to maturity and each pound 
of fat up to 600 pounds counts one 
half point, to which is added the 
type score of the individual cow on 
a basis of 100 points, making the 
total score for the individual cow. 
The herd score is determined by add- 
ing the three individual cow scores 
together. 

First place in this contest was 
won by George Worth of Lyons, 
Kansas, who represented the South- 
west Kansas Dairy Herd Improve- 
ment Association, with a total score 
of 1,105 points. It is also interesting 
to note that Mr. Worth had a herd 
average of 468 pounds fat and that 
he owns the first classified Holstein 
herd in Kansas. Mr. Worth was fol- 
lowed quite closely, however, by the 
herd of Mr. W. N. Combs, of Linn, 
Kansas, with a total production score 
of 1,048 points, being followed in 
turn by J. A. Jameson & Son, of 
Leavenworth, Kansas, with a total 
score of 967.5 points. Mr. C. L. 
Somers, Route 6, Wichita, Kansas, 
was winner of fourth place with a 
total score of 906 points. 


Perhaps one of he most interest- 
ing things about this entire show is 
the fact that in every case the pro- 
duction on these farms has not been 
reached by going out and buying 
high producing cows and forcing 
them to the limit, but by the use of 
a breeding and production program

HOLSTEIN FACT NUMBER 37 

From more than 750,000 cow test- 
ing association records which have 
been completed in Minnesota we learn 
that the average cow producing 200 
pounds of butterfat annually pays 
wages of 20 cents per hour, requir. 
ing 30 such cows to return $1,000 
above cost of feed. Under similar con- 
ditions the 400-pound fat cow pays 
52 cents per hour and only eleven 
such cows are needed to return $1, 
000 above feed cost. In these days of 
narrowing margins and reduced gross 
income it will pay owners to cull all 
unprofitable producers, papered or not 
papered, family pets and otherwise;

Lines Up Show Herds in Northwest 

H. A. Mathiesen, Northwest exten- 
sion representative, reports con- 
siderable success during August in 
securing good Holsteins to be used 
for exhibition purposes by their 
owners at many of the shows and 
fairs. 

Future farmers of Holstein per- 
suasion seem to have the edge on 
those favoring other breeds as, ac- 
cording to Mathiesen, Lowell Ray- 
ton, a 4-H Holstein Calf Club boy, 
won the grand championship for 
club members of all breeds—and 
this is the fifth successive year that 
a Holstein Club boy has won this 
event at the Chehalis (Wash.) Fair. 

In addition to helping to advertise 
the breed through picking out good 
Holsteins for show purposes, Mathie- 
sen reports that he boosted Holsteins 
at two fairs, held 18 conferences, 
made 43 farm visits, took part in 
three meetings, and prepared two 
news articles. 


Considerations in Choosing Sires 
An interesting, if somewhat tech- 








nical, article on the subject of the 
inheritance of milk and _ butterfat 
appears in the September 1931 is- 
sue of the Journal of Dairy Science, 
prepared by Lynn Copeland of the 
Register of Merit Department of the 
Jersey Cattle Club. 


Among his conclusions with Jer- 
seys is that ‘‘very little progress can 
be hoped for if sires are selected 
solely on the basis of their dam’s 
records’’—applying more. strongly 
as the average productioen of the 
herd for which the sire is to be pur- 
chased is considered. 

Copeland states that too much in- 
formation cannot possibly be ob- 
tained but indicates that, when an 
average is made of the dam’s rec- 
ord, the dam’s sisters’ records, and 
the dam’s daughters’ records, it 
furnishes a more accurate and re- 
liable index to the probable trans- 
mitting ability of an untried bull 
than does any one of these factors 
considered alone. If the dam has 
no record, just about as dependable 
results can be secured from aver- 
aging the last two items. 


CHEESE PRODUCTION 
DECREASES 


Total production of American 
cheese during the first half of 1931, 
as estimated by the U. S. Bureau of 
Agricultural Economics, was 202,059,- 
636 pounds, compared with 215,378,- 
964 pounds during the similar period 
in 1930, a decrease of 13,319,328 
pounds of 6.6 per cent. This year’s 
production was consistently below 
that of last year during each of the 
six months, ranging from a decrease 
of 1.5 per cent in March to as much 
as 12 per cent in May. Some sections 
of the country showed increases, 
particularly the South Central States, 
the North Central States (excusive 
of Wisconsin), and the Pacific Coast 
States, but in Wisconsin where the 
great bulk of domestic cheese is 
manufactured, there was a decrease 
of 8 per cent, which more than offset 
the increases elsewhere. The increased 
production in the North Central states 
(excluding Wisconsin) was due pri- 
marily to the opening up of new 
cheese making territory in Indiana in 
1929-30, and a further expansion dur- 
ing the first half of 1931.

LIFETIME PRODUCERS 


A recent article in Jersey Bulletin 
listing the twenty-five leading lifetime 
producers of that breed, inspired us 
to make a little research along the 
some line in the Holstein breed, the 
results of which appear herewith. In 
this study we have included the 
two breeds as we have no figures con- 
yeniently to hand on the other breeds. 
We find that 48 cows of the two 
preeds have produced over 4,000 Ibs. 
fat under official or semi-official 
supervision, of which 27 are Holsteins 
and 21 Jerseys, with two more—one 
for.each breed—above 3,990 Ibs. fat, 
so that the score for the 50 leaders is 
98 to 22 in favor of the Black and 
White. The Jerseys win the high 
honor of topping the list however, 
Sophie 19th of Hood Farm having pro- 
duced in eleven lactations a total of 
7,544.51 Ibs. fat as against 7,525.8 Ibs. 
fat in only nine lactations for the Hol- 
stein, Traverse Colantha Walker. The 
latter is the leading living cow of any 
breed, as according to a recent letter 
from Director E. G. Amos she is still 
living and occupying her same old 
stall at Traverse City State Hospital, 
although she is no longer breeding. 
Incidentally, they have a baby calf 
at Traverse City that weighed 144 
pounds at birth which they are groom- 
ing to be a second Traverse Colantha 
Walker, some ten or a dozen years 
hence. 

Jerseys, as shown by the accom- 
panying list, also rank third and 
fourth, with Tilly Aleartra, Highfield 
Colantha Mooie, and Springbank 
Snow Countess following in the order 
named, making four Holsteins and 
three Jerseys above 6,000 lbs. fat, a 
victory by a rather narrow margin, 
for our breed in this respect. Of the 
nineteen above 5,000 Ibs. fat, ten are 
Holsteins, another hairline decision. 
but from there on the Black and White 
begin to pick up an advantage with 
fifteen out of twenty-seven above 
4,500 Ibs. and, as already stated, 
twenty-seven out of forty-eight above 
4,000 Ibs. 

The twenty-five leading Holsteins 
as Officially reported to date average 
5,012.9 Ibs. fat for their lifetime pro- 
duction, and the twenty-five leading 
Jerseys, 4,819.52 Ibs. fat, according to 
the story in the Bulletin, which was 
compiled by the man in charge of the 
Jersey Register of Merit. As further 
consolation for the fact that a Jersey 
heads the list, we might point out that 
while the twenty-five Holsteins re- 
quired only 158 lactations to produce 
125,322.5 Ibs. fat, the twenty-five lead- 
Ing Jerseys had a total of 178 lacta- 
tions to produce 120,488 Ibs. fat, the 
Holstein average per lactation being 
786.8 Ibs. fat as against a Jersey aver- 
age per lactation of 676.9 Ibs. fat. The 
list of leaders of both breeds follows:
